Injunction Suit Is Ar- 


gued Before High 
Court 


DES MOINES, Ia. Jan. 21— 
(INS)—The supreme court of Iowa 
today took under advisement the 
appeal of the state fro mthe Mus- 
catine county district court deci- 
sion denying an injunction against 
Norman G. Baker for the operation 
of a hospital and alleged practice 
of medicine. 

Oral arguments offered by John 
Devitt of Muscatine, attorney for 
Baker and assistant attorney gen- 
eral Gerald Blake were presented 
before the court this morning. 

Blake’s Plea 

Blake in his plea stated that 
Baker had practiced medicine 
directly the state counsel declared, 
in telling patients what to do for 
their ailments, and through his 
talks over the radio station, KTNT, 
which Baker owns. 

The attorney general told the 
court that the testimony in the 
original suit for the injunction 
showed his claims clearly. 

Blake stated that the ownership 
of the hospital by Baker constitut- 
ed the practice of medicine because 
agents in his employment treated 
patients in the institute. 

In answer to a query by the 
court Blake said that the testimony 
did not show that Baker actually 
used the hypodermic needle in the 
treatment of patients. Blake had 
claimec, that the treatment given 
in the hospital was administered 
a hypodermic needle in the region

An aged widow, denied eggs, 
prunes and molasses by the stern 
edict of Miss Grace Weeks, welfare 
worker and supervisor of the poor, 
will be pentifully supplied with 
these “luxuries.” Kind hearted 
citizens have e to her assis- 
tance. Since pub the story 
recently the Free|.Press has re- 
ceived a number’ of calls from 
benévolent persons; who have vol- 
unteered to provide the elderly 
woman with and other ar- 
ticles of food she craves. 

With citizens ‘volunteering 
come to her aid the inadequacy of 
the present system of organized 





charity is demonstrated. It is also 


demonstrated that Muscatine citi- 
zens will take care of their own 
when they know that their con- 
tributions are going where they 
will bring immediate relief, and 
not be spent to pay salaries of 
high priced executives and main- 
tain extensive office systems.

Its head was sent 
to Iowa City for rabies tests. The 
animal belonged to Sam MeCleary 
of South Muscatine and was said 
to have bitten one of his children 
recently. 

Tying up dogs and the shooting 
of all that are permitted to run at 
large is the surest and quickest way 
to stamp out rabies, the food in- 
spector said. 

Many Dogs Killed 

Under the city ordinance the po- 
lice have power to kill all dogs run- 
ning at large, if they are not 
licensed. One by one the un- 
licensed dogs are being taken up 
by William Tobias, stock. police- 
man. Many of them are killed. 
Others are given to persons who 
will pay the license fee. 

City Recorder Floyd McKinney 
reported. today that but 72 licenses 
have beex issued. Last year’s dog 
census showed 160 licensed canines 
in the city.

Congress Bewildered 
By Contradictory 
Suggestions

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—(INS) 
—Controversy over the Wicker- 
sham prohibition report bubbled 
and frothed all over the capital 

today. 

Many senators and congressmen 
burned midnight oil devouring the 
lengthy text of the report, and 
| when the sessions of both houses 
opened at noon they were. primed 
for business and bursting with in- 
quiries over the many strange and 
anomalous features of it. 

In the early hours of the session 
there were these developments: 

1. A resolution was introduced 
in the senate by Senator Tydings 
| (D) of Maryland, calling for a 
; Senatorial investigation to deter- 
|mine the meaning of the commis- 
| Sion’s findings. It sets forth that 
the membership of congress’ is 
| “puzzled” by the paradoxes of the 
| report. 


| Investigation Asked 
| 2. A resolution was sponsored 
| in the house by Ren. LaGuardia (R) 
of New York, calling for a sweep- 
ing congressional investigation in- 
to the whole structure of prohibi- 
| tion, in order to get at the “shock- 
ing” evidence of graft and corrup- 
tion which Commissioner William 
S. Kenyon, in his statement, said 
had been laid before the commis- 
sion. This resolution provided the 
investigation should be conducted 
by two senators and three repre- 
sentatives and an appropriation of 
$50,000 was proposed for expenses. 
The Tydings resolution, like

ARGUMENTS IMPORTANT 

The arguments presented in the 
Iowa state supreme court today are 
of great importance in the inter- 
pretation of the laws of the state. 
The Iowa statutes permit the 
granting of an injunction against 
one who is. practicing medicine 
without a license. 

During the trial of the case of the 
State of Iowa vs. Norman Baker, 
et. al. in district court in this 
county during September, 1930, the 
state attempted to show that Mr. 
Baker had prescribed medicine 
when he suggested that a patient 
go bareheaded and when he was 
alleged to have told ah appendici- 
tis patient to “rub down” if her 
side bothered her. The only other 
occasion alleged to show that 
Baker had prescribed was testi- 
mony of his former employe, Harry 
Hoxsey, who took the stand to 
testify against Baker. Hoxsey’s 
testimony was contradicted by 
competent evidence of other wit- 
nesses. 

What Is Practicing? 

The state relies largely on the 
fact that Baker, a layman, adver- 
tised for the Baker Institute, over 
the radio and in Baker’s magazine 
“TNT”. In a recent case decided 
by. the Supreme Court of Iowa, a 
dental corporation was enjoined on 
the grounds that, a corporation 
could not be allowed to practice 
medicine because it could nct take 
the preliminary training, being 2 
fictional person and not a real per- 
son. The present case will probably 
determine the question of whether 
licensed doctors can be employed in 
an institution to practice medicine 
when the owner of the institution 
is not a medic. 

The operation of many hospitals 
throughout the state by corpora- 
tions and by Catholic sisters was 
cited in the arguments presented 
by Mr. Baker’s attorneys today. 
Both Muscatine hospitals are cor- 
porations and it is, of course, well 
known that Catholic hospitals op- 
erate everywhere throughout the 
state and throughout the country 
without any pretense that the 
Catholic sisters operating them are 
doctors or profess to be. 

Cured Cases 


Baker’s attorneys also empha- 
sized the fact that the recent in- 
junction trial brought out a 
wealth of testimony to show that a 
great many persons were cured of 
cancer and other ailments at the 
Baker Institute. 

It was remarked at the hearing 
that a large percentage of all wit- 
nesses testifying at the injunction 
hearing swore that they had been 
cured at the Baker Institute and 
this included approximately twen- 
ty-five per cent of the witnesses 
brought here by the state in its 
efforts to secure an injunction 
against Baker and his employes. 
Baker’s attorneys stressed the 
point that if it had been possible 
to bring witnesses who had _ not 
been cured the state would have 
done so. 








Rely on Bair 

The state, in its appeal, relies 
very heavily on the testimony of 
Dr. W. M Blair, of Des Moines, who 
testified at the hearing in Septem- 
ber. He testified that he heard 
Baker tell a patient he should go 
bareheaded. The testimony of Bair 
was criticized severely. by Baker’s 
attorneys for the reason that Bair 
constantly contradicted himself on 
the stand during the grilling which 
lasted the better part of an entire 
day during the trial here.

From train “butcher” to freight 
conductor in the space of 40 years 
is the record of James Mylon, for- 
mer resident of Muscatine, who has 
etired on the honor roll 
ock Island systems. Mr. 
Mylon made his home here from 
August, 1903 until June 1, 1915. 
He then moved to Cedar Rapids 
and his home is now at 219% First 
street, Southeast, in that city. 

Mr. Mylon was born in Worth- 
ington, March 18, 1865 and at the 
age of 12 began selling fruits, 
candy and other merchandise on 
the old South Western railroad 
which later became a part of the 
Milwaukee road. Three years later 
he started to work on the section 
for the B. C. R. and N. railroad 
which later became a part of the 
Rock Island system. He was then 
stationed at What Cheer and later 
a mining company there employed 
him to handle cars to the dump. 
Some time later he again entered 
the service of the B. C. R. and N. 
railroad and when the mines at 
What Cheer closed he was a brake- 
man on a freight train running be- 
tween Muscatine and Montezuma. 

He was promoted to the position 
of conductor in 1903 and because 
of a more desirable run he moved 
to Muscatine at that time. He has 
continued serving as a conductor 
until recently when ill health 
forced him to make application for 
retirement. 


Mr. Mylon’s service as brakeman 
was during the days of the old link 
and pin coupler which left their 
mark on the hands of many vet- 
eran railroad men. He, however, 
was fortunate and retains all his 
fingers and thumbs. During all his 
career he never figured in any 
serious wreck and only one bad 
derailment. This occurred on May 
5, 1912 when a train jumped the 
rails a mile west of Kalona. Several 
car loads of livestock were dam- 
aged, but no one was injured.

RUSSIAN VIEWS © 
JAZZ MUSIC AS 





HAVING FUTURE 


More Unification of 
Musical Effort Is 
Declared Need 


DETROIT, Mich.—(INS)—View- 
ing modern American jazz as the 
fore-runner of an American na- 
tional music, comparable to. the 
Russian folk songs, Prince Alexis 
Obolensky, former Russian noble- 
man and concert singer, outlined 
his views of American music while 
here for,,an engagement. 

“Much of your American jazz,” 
he said, “has been vulgar, and with- 
out musical value, but there is 
some that constitutes a definite 
contribution to musical art. 

“Paul Whiteman, with his artis- 
tic interpretation of some of the 
modern music, and Irving Berlin, 
with some of his clever composi- 
tions, are doing much to build up a 
finer type of music, which even- 
tually will give to the world Ameri- 
can music with a national char- 
acter.” 

The Prince told of the beginning 
of Russian musical art in 1860 and 
the progress of music in Russia 
since that time. 

“I look for a similar develop- 
=et of music in America,” he 


The prince’s father, under the 
czarist regime, was among. the 
founders of the Russian National 
Musical Society, which made a 
concerted effort to developing Rus- 
sian music. 

“In America,” Obolensky said, 
“there is not enough unification 
of musical effort to speed musical 
development at the rate it could 
be accomplished. But even with- 
out this, America will develop. It 
is still a young country.” 

The Prince, whose family at one 
time owned the largest art collec- 
tion in the world, conferred with 
Dr. A. D. Valentine, director of the 
Detroit Museum of Art, while here. 

Speaking of Russia under the 
Soviet government, Obolensky, who 
was driven from Russia at the 
time of the revolution, described 
the present situation as “much 
worse” than under the Czars. 

“There is nowhere near the de- 
velopment of MRussia’s resources 
under the present system,” he 
said, “that there was under the 
old system of private ownership. 
The individuals have no incentive 
to develop their property now, as 
they do not have any individual 
claim on the property.” 

“Even the peasants, under the 
old system,” he said, “were better 
off than they are now. They were 
able to produce more grain per 
acre when they had the advant- 
age of scientific advice than they 
have now without it.” 

Prince Obolensky’s family, be- 
fore the revolution, controlled a 
section of Russia which employed 
50,000 persons, and the Prince was

Big Business Is Worried 

Mr. Julius H. Barnes, one of the foremost representatives 
of the capitalistic crowd, who breaks into print on numerous 
occasions, is worried over the Muscle Shoals situation. He 
says that a victory for government ownership advocates at 
Muscle Shoals would have far-reaching effect as it would en- 
courage further efforts to wrest public property from private | 
control. 

Quite correct. 

It is stated further that the United States Chamber of 
Comme:ce has voted 2,640 to 157 for the sale or lease of 
Muscle Shoals to private interests, which is an excellent rea- 
Son why Muscle Shoals should not be turned over to private 
interests. 

Why this fear of government ownership of public utilities? 
Why isn’t it viewed as a simple matter of justice that what- 
ever is owned by the government, the people, should be con- 
trolled by the people? Why barter away our natural rights? 

There is no answer except the greed for wealth at the ex- 
pense of the public. 

Statements that public ownership is not efficient, as some 
of the private monopolists would have us believe, is refuted 
by scores of municipalities which own their own utilities. 
We have had a striking illustration of this fact right here in 
Muscatine. 

Before the municipal lighting plant movement, under the 
direction of a few public spirited citizens, was brought to a 
successful conclusion, local consumers were paying from 11 
cents to 7 cents, depending on the quantity, for lighting, and 
from 6 cents down to 1.4 cents for power, the rates being 
based on kilowatt hours. : 

On the same basis the lighting rate of the municipal plant

is 8 cents for the first 25 K. W. hours and 6 cents for all in 
excess of that amount, while the power rate is graduated 
from 5 to 1.4 cents. 

But the greatest saving is made in the combined lighting 
and cooking rate where any consumer who uses in excess of 
25 K. W. hours per month pays a rate of only 3% cents. All 
these quotations are without discounts for prompt payment 
of bills. : 

And yet the private interests try to tell us public owner- 
ship is not a success. 

The people are gradually becoming aroused over this power 
question. The opposition to private ownership of water power 
in particular is gaining ground. Even the private power in- 
terests admit that it is one of the big questions before the 
nation today.. Ultimate success rests with the people. An 
enlightened public sentiment will assure victory.

Draft Is Costly for 
Big Clubs in AA 


Minor Leagues 


The two biggest losers in thé re- 
turn of the draft will be the Balti- 
more Orioles of the International 
League, and the San _ Francisco 
Seals of the Pacific Coast league. 

In the last ten years these two 
clubs have banked a million dolars 
of major lec-ue gold—about $500,- 
000 each. 

In fact most of the biggest ‘sales 
came in the last seven years which 
means that they will be losing bet- 
ter than $50,000 a year each. 

‘Before Jack Dunn died he sold 
at astounding figures Jack Bent- 
ley, Lefty Grove, George Earn- 
shaw, Max Bishop, Joe Boley, Tom- 
my Thomas and Jack Ogden. And 
since his death the club has. sold 
at smaller figures Holshauser, 
Loepp, Bool, Bolen, Barton, Pad- 
den and Weaver. In all a good 
half million dollars’ worth. 

In about the same length of time 
the Seals have graduated, at sat- 
isfactory figures, such men as 
Averill, O’Doul (twice), Paul Wan- 
er, Jolley, Johnson, Suhr, Kamm, 
Crosetti, Thurston and Gomez. 
The Seals also had Lioyd Waner 
and Crowder but let them slip 
through. 

Majors Loosen Up 

Operating without the draft 
these two ball clubs were able to 
hold their stars until the big lea- 
guers loosened up and paid big 
money. Dunn sold Grove for 
$105,600 and the Whit2 Cox boast- 
ed of paying $125,000 for Kamm. 

Seldom did either of these suc- 
cessful developers of talent sell a 
man for less than $50,000. Balti- 
more has done so often since 
Dunn’s death but Jack, himself, 
turned but few small deals. 

Dunn, the greatest enemy of .the 
draft and the man who did most 
to keep the ‘yoke’ oif for so many 
years, accomplished a double aim: 
He kept his stars for the enteér- 
tainment of his own fans and then 
got astounding prices after they 
had been used five years or more. 

He only. made one mistake and 
that was in the case of Joe Boley. 
In the summer of 1923 the Brook- 
lyn club in desperation for a 
shortstop offered $115,000 for Joe. 
Dunn turned it down, feeling he 
could get just as much later on 
and in the meantime he needed 
Boley to keep up his string of suc- 
cessive pennants which eventually 
mounted to seven. 

“Boley played eight full years for 
Dunn—and eight years is more 
than half the good years of an 
average ball player. Grove and 
Thomas pitched five years each 
for Dunn and Earnshaw four. Jack 
Ogden put in eight full years with 
Dunn and was in _ baseball two 
years before that.

Dempsey Own Boss 

When Jack left the room for a 
minute, Mrs. Dempsey was asked if 
there was any truth in a story that 
Dempsey was eager to box Max 
Schmeling for the title but that 
she had put her foot down on the 
idea of him ever fighting again. 

“Ridiculous,” she asserted. “I 
would never try to tell Jack what 
to do.” 

Dempsey was asked if the fact 
that he has begun training meant 
he was getting ready for a come 
back in the ring. He said no, that 
he was merely trying to keep in 
good physical shape. 

Dempsey was asked if there was 
any truth in a printed rumor that 
he had been offered $750,000 to 
fight Schmeling but that he had 
turned it down because Mrs. Demp- 
sey was opposed. 

“I never received such an offer,” 
he said. “And furthermore, Estelle 
has never objected to me fighting 
anybody anytime.” 

I asked Dempsey how much he 
lost in his investment in the En- 
senada gambling resort venture in 
Mexico and, with characteristic 
frankness, he replied:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(INS) 
—Appropriations totaling $1,052,- 
568,140 for the independent offices 
of the government was recom- 
mended by the house appropria- 
tions committee today.

The committee recommended 
$532,380 -for t executive office, 
a decréase being made possible be- 
cause the Wickersham law en- 
forcement’s $250,000 appropriation 
was not renewed. 

Appropriations for the federal 
trade commission were raised 
to-enable it to speed the chain 
store and other investigations.

With $6,500,000 spent on com- 
pleted public improvements and 
{others nearly completed, the mo- 
| tion picture city leads several of 
}the larger cities of the west in 
|building permits issued during 
|1930. The number of permits is- 
| sued in Hollywood during Novem- 
|/ber alone exceeded that of every 
|city in California with the excep- 
tion of Los Angeles. 

A survey made by the Holly- 
wood Chamber of Commerce di- 
rected attention to the fact that 
| Hollywood is a sectional commun- 
|ity center, a part of Los Angeles 
|but situated outside of the city’s 
business district, while the cities 
with which it is compared were 
incorporated metropolitan areas. 

Conservative estimates of the ex- 
penditure scheduled for motion 
picture production in Los Angeles 
during the coming year place the 
total outlay at approximately $1,- 
500,000,000, of which 85 per cent 
will be spent inthe Hollywood 
area, according to the survey. 

During the last five years more 
than $110,000,000 has been spent 
by the studios in buildings, land 
and equipment, and many millions 
more are being spent now or will 
be spent during the next few years 
in expansion programs already ar- 
ranged for, it was pointed out. 

The expenditure of this huge 
amount, combined with the nat- 
ural advantages of southern Cal- 
ifornia which originally induced 
the studios to locate here, has per- 
manently anchored the motion 
picture to this section.

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Old Tans Cini Dieticaaty 
of Colorful Railroad Jargon 


ST. ALBANS, Vt.— (INS) — 
“Highball,” teapot,”- hack,” “red 
eye,” “kingpin,” “drag,” were some 
of the expressions included in an 
‘old timers dictionary’ made up by 
members of the ‘old school” of 
railroad men in the employ of the 
Central Vermont Railway.. 

The “dictionary” was made up so 
that the younger men will not in- 
sist on calling a caboose a “ca- 
boose” instead of its railroad 
names, such as “van” or a “bug- 
gy” or a “hack” or even a “saloon.” 

A “teapot” for example, the “dic- 
tionary” explains, is not an article 
in which to brew tea, but an ordin- 
ary: locomotive, as is a “tea kettle.” 
A hog is not a pig, but a freight 
engine of the compound type. 

“Drag” is Slow Freight 

Neither is a “drag” a kind of 
brake, but is a dead “freight”. or a 
slow freight train. Among other 
names conductors are called by 
members of their own and other 
train crews are “captain,” “king- 
pin” and also plain ordinary 
“boss.” On the other hand, conduc- 
tors sometimes call engineers 
“hogsheads” and even drivers. The 
fireman gets off rather easy, ac- 
cording to the new dictionary, 
which ‘classifies him ‘simply as a 
“coal heaver” or “fire boy.” The 
brakemen answer to the name of 
“hickers” or “ Sy 

Every “van” has a lookout from 
which train crews command an 
unobscured view of the. entire 
length of their train. This lookout 
is described as either a “monitor,” 
or the “crow’s nest.” 

From the “crow’s nest” the 
crew can check the number of 
“reefers” or refrigerator cars in 
their train, and sometimes they al- 
low perfectly live ‘‘dead heads”’— 
trainmen who are off duty and are 
returning to their home terminal

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—(INS— 
Prohibition, attired in the new and 
confusing patchwork of the Wick- 
ersham report, strode to the center 
of the national stage today with 
& promise of holding the spotlight 
for a long time to come. 

In the welter of controversy a 
dispute that has arisen in the w: 
of the strange report—which pre- 
sented the curious anomaly of be- 
ing wet in substance and dry in 
conclusion—certain developments 
appeared outstanding and more or 
less generally admitted. They 
were: 

1, President Hoover has at last 
taken the plunge and lined up de- 
finitely with the dry side of the 
prohibition controversy, a political 
development of incalculable im- 
portance in relation to 1932. 

2. There has now been put for- 
ward for the first time in ten 
years a definite plan for overcom- 
ing the 18th amendment, around 
which it will be possible to rally 
not only the avowed wets but also 
a great mass of those who, while 
opposed to outright repeal of the 
amendment, nevertheless are -dis- 
satisfied with existing conditions 
and ready for a change. 

_3. The impetus given prohibi- 
tion discussion and consideration 
by the Wickersham report insures 
the issue being carried into the 
1932 campaign, probably as the 
dominant political issue, and if 
not settled then it will be carried 
forward into 1936. 

4. A final and supreme effort is: 
to be made to enforce prohibition 
in the next two years, in order to 
make a showing that will convince 
the doubters that it is possible to 
obtain some degree of adequate 
enforcement despite the majority 
opinion of the Wickersham com- 
mittee that there is no adequate 
enforcement now, that there never 
has been, and that probably there 
never will be. Into this effort, the 
Hoover administration will throw 
all its resources, and all the money 
that congress will provide. 

The present congress, of course, 
will do nothing with the Wicker- 
sham report. It is overwhelming- 
ly dry, and besides it has only some 
thirty-odd days of legislative left 
before it expires by constitutional 
limitation on~March 4. 

It is even doubtful if the new 
72d congress will be able to do 
much. Unless there is a special ses-

As was ‘expected, the report of | 
the commission pleased neither the 
wets nor the drys, although the , 
latter, after reading the anomalous | 
condlusions, rushed into print’ with | 
high praise for'the finding. The | 
wets are furious because the com- 
mission rendered a set of dry con- | 
clusions, based upon a mass of ex- | 
tremely. wet evidence. They 
charged today that the commis- 
gion, after adducing an array of 
facts and figures that constitute a 
damning indictment of prohibition, 
yielded at last to executive pres- 
sure and upon the indictment re- 
turned a verdict not in accord with | 
the evidence. 

The drys are rendering lip serv- 
ice to the. report, wholly upon the 
conclusions with which the com- 
mission wound up its report—op- 
position to repeal of. the amend- 
ment, opposition to modification 
of the Volstead act, and opposition 
to either national or state»govern- 
ments engaging in any plan of 
manufacture or sale. 

But the drys privately are hor- 
ror-stricken at some of the evi- 
dence brought out in the report, 
and particularly are they apprehen- 
sive and uneasy over the significant 
fact that seven out of the eleven 
members of the commission put 
themselves on record as favoring 
immediate revision of the 18th 
amendment, and the refifgining 
four indicated they favored ‘such 
action should enforcement not 
show decided improvement in the 
next few years. 

It was the political aspect of the 
situation, however, that engaged 
most attention in Washington to- 
day. 

On all sides it was accepted that 
President Hoover has elected to 
make his stand on 1932 on the 
dryest side of the political river. In 
his communication to congress, 
transmitting the Wickersham re- 
port, he went further than he has 
ever gone before in espousing the 
prohibition end of the controversy. 

Heretofore, on the few occasions 
in which he gingerly dealt with 
prohibition he has confined him- 
self entirely to the enforcement 
aspect of the problem. The phil- 
osophical side of it, the rightness 
or wrongness of prohibition, he has 
largely ignored or evaded. 

Yesterday, however, he not only 
recorded with seeming finality his 
conviction that the 18th amend- 
ment should not be repealed, but 
he went out of his way to deal a 
blow to the alternative plan of a 
substitute for the amendment 
which would put the whole ques- 
tion of liquor control back into the 
hands of congress. 

Incidentally, the opponents of 
prohibition were accusing Mr. Hoo- 
ver today of sharp practice in this 
phase of his message of transmittal 
to, congress. 

In this message, 
said: 

“The commission, by a large ma- 
jority, does not favor the 18th 
amendment as a method of cure 
for the inherent abuses of the 
liquor traffic. 

Lament Hoover Attitude 

“I am in accord with this view. 
I am in unity with the spirit of the 
report in seeking constructive steps 
to advance the eradication of the 
social and economic and political 
evils of this traffic, to preserve the 
gains which have’ been made, and 
to eliminate the abuses which exist, 
at the same time facing with an 
open mind the difficulties which 
have arisen under this experi- 
ment.” ? 

His critics were quick to point 
out today that Mr. Hoover might as 
easily have sai@ and with equal 
truth and justice: 

“The commission, by a large ma- 
jority (seven to four) favors repeal 
of revision of the 18th amendment 
as a method of ys for the in- 
herent abuses of the liquor traffic, 
tc.

Mr. Ten Eyck is of the opinion 
that the operation of the Port of 
Albany will be of incalculable ad- 
vantage to the grain, lumber and 
iron industries of not only New 
York state alone, but also of east- 
ern United States. 

“The Port of Albany,” Mr. ‘Ten 
Eyck declared, “is not local in any 
sense of the word. It is not rela- 
tive to New York state alone; it is 
of national and international im- 
portance.” 

Commenting on the bearing the 
port is expected to have on the 
grain industry, Mr. Ten Eyck drew 
attention to the fact that the mill- 
ers gradually are moving east, 
nearer to the district of consump- 
tion.

This channel will accommodae 

85 per cent of all the tonnage bot- 
toms of the world, thus linking Al- 
bany with all the ports of the 
Seven Seas. 
_ The port commission is develop- 
ing approximately 310 acres, 
equipping it with abonmt 10 miles 
of railroad track, transit sheds, 
lumber handling machinery, a‘ 
storage warehouse and all other 
necessary equipment for a full- 
fledged and up-to-date port.
